‘The Independent is pleased to reprint an interim report 
by the Superintendent of the West Lincoln Memorial Hospital 
covering the period from January Ist to September 30th, 
1947, which has been compiled for the information of the 
Municipal Councils of Beamsville, Grimsby, Townships of 
Clinton, North Grimsby, South Grimsby and Winona. 

The above Municipalities have subsidized the oper- 
ation of Hospital at a rate of 60 cents per capita not to exceed 
eight tenths of one mill, which together with the support of 
the Lincoln County Council and the Provincial Government 
has maintained the following service to our people.
